Tie British Subjects Upon the Vir-

LoNboN, Dee. 5.—6 A. M.—The 
London Times publishes an official 
list of British subjects taken prison- 
ers on the steamer Virginius and ex- 
ecuted. The Times commenting, 
says the British government, while 
demanding the surrender of the sur- 
vivors, must carefully avoid commit- 
ting itself to the proposition that the 
seizure of the Virginius was illegal.

Congressional Proceed in gs—T he 
Louisiana Case—Cuban Matters— 
‘*Now You See it. Now You 
Dont??—Congressionni Committees. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 5.—SENATE.— 

No session. 

Housr.—A number of bills were 
introduced, among which was one 
abolishingthe tax on tobacco, snuff 
and cigars; one providing for letter 
carriers for cities of 10,000 inhabi- 
tauts and one to complete the James 
River and Canawha Canal. 

The bill, which passed the Senate, 
reducing the loan of 1855, after quite 
a sharp discussion asto whether it 
should be paidin gold or legal! ten- 
ders (Democrats fehting for legal 
teiders and for reference to Commit- 
tee on Ways and Means) was put 
vu its passage by Mr. Dawes, who 
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argued that they 
the currency of the world. 

Rainey, col., of S. C., offered a res- 
olution abolishing the Committee on 
Freedmen’s Affairs, which was re- 
ferred to the Committee on Rules. 

The nomination of JudgeWilliams, 
as Chief Justice, was referred to the 
Committee on J udiciary.

The Senate elected Sunderland

The Committee on Privileges and 
Elections meet to-morrow for organ- 
ization and consultation. The Com- 
mittee will take up the Louisiana 
cause on Monday. The partisans are 
very busy. Senator Morton to-night 
sent for Counsellors Billings and 
Dibble. To-night, after the iuter- 
view, the two gentlemen went in 
search ot Judge Durant, who is sup- 
v0sed to be retained in Pinehback’s 
interest. They also consulted Schurz, 
who consoled them with the rema.k 
that there would be twenty speeches 
in the Senate before definite action, 
and that the hopes of either of the as- 
pirants would be long deferred. 

Nothing definite can be obtained 
here regarding Cuban atthirs. 
Fish and Polo are equally reticent. 
The absence of American vessels 
from the Portof Havana is a part of 
the programme. Their presence there, 
under the circumstances, would be 
considered a menace. Our govern- 
mentwill noteconsent to the delivery of 
the Virginius to a neutral power, but 
will consent to receive her on the 
highseas. Theadministration seems 
inclined to deal very gently, and will 
avoid hostilities if possible. They 


‘claim that the silence regarding de- 


tails is prudential. The administra- 
tion will not adopt harsh measures to 
enforce the protocol without Con- 
gressional sanction.

SIXTEENTH DAY’S PROCEEDINGS. 


FRIDAY, Dec. 5, 1873. 


Senate met at 11 o’clock, Lieut. 
Governor in the Chair. 

Journal of yesterday read and ap- 
proved. 

On motion of Mr. Cunningham, 
the bill to prevent fraud in the sale 
of fertilizers, &c., which was the 
special order for 12 o’clock yesterday, 
and pressed oat by the consolidation 
bill, was made the special order for 
to-day. 

Reports from Standing Committees 
were submitted as follows: Messrs. 
Allen, Flemming and Todd from the 
Judiciary; Mr. Cunningham from 
the Educatfonat; Messrs. Love and 
Price from Propositions and Griev- 
ances; Messrs. Price and Welch from 
Corporations, and Mr. Grandy from 
the Joint Select Committee on the 
Governor’s Message in regard to 
Prof. Kerr’s visit to the Vienna Ex 
position, 


Messages Received. 


Messages were received from the 
House announcing the passage of sev- 
eral Senate biils and transmitting 
several bills asking the concurrence 


of the Senate, all of which were ap- | 


propriately referred, also transmit- 
ting a resolution asking a report from 
the State Geologist in regard to cer- 
tain matters, which was adopted. 


Also a resolution, passed by the 
House, inviting ex-Governor W. A. 
Graham to deliver a lecture before 
the present General Assembly on 
the authenticity of the Mecklenburg 
Declaration. 

Mr. Avera moved to lay the resolu- 
tion on the table, on which motion 


Mr. Waring called the ayes and 
nays. The motion prevailed by 25 


ayes to 13 nays. 
Special Order. 

The hour for the 
having arrived, the bill to prevent 
fraudin the sale of commercial ma- 

ures or fertilizers, introduced by Mr. 
Norwood, it was taken up. 

Mr. Cunningham, after stating 
that Mr. Norwood, the introducer of 
the bill was absent on account of 
sickness, advocated at some length 
the necessity of a statute law on this 
subject, and the importance to the 
farmers of the passage of the bill. 
(We publish elsewhere his well 
timed remarks. ) 

Mr. Gudger desired toknow where- 
in the bill differed from the one al- 
ready on the statute books. 

Mr. Cunningham said that the in- 
gredients of the bill were different, 
and answered the purpose much bet- 
ter than the one on the statute. The 
Committee to whom the bill was 
referred considered this matter 
when in session, and reported 
favorably. 

Mr. Gudger did not wish to be 
understood as resisting the bill, yet 
he thought there was but very little 
difference in thetwo bills. Hewould 
vote for its passage on its second 
reading, but would desire its third 
reading to be postponed. 

Mr. Cunningham agreed to the 
postponement, and the bill passed its 
second reading. 

At one o’clock the Consolidation 
Railroad Dill was resumed as the 
special order. 

The amendment of /r. Murphy to 
strike out line 7, section 17 of the bill 
which reads, “either by working them 
(penitentiary convicts) chain 
gangs or otherwise,”’ failed. 

Wr, Welch peered uh amendment 


‘as a substitute for the 11th sec., which 


only changes its phraseology, and 
not the substance of the section. 
Adopted. 

Mr. McCauley offered an amend- 
ment to the 3rd see. of the bill, which 
provides that the bonds of the road 
should not be sold at any time for less 
than par. The amendment failed. 

Mr. Todd offered an amendment 
similar to the one offered yesterday, 
Which provides that no foreclosure of 
ils morigages shall be madeon account 
of the non-payinent of the interest 
due on the bonds. Failed. 

The bill passcd its third reading 
with the above amendments by a 
vote of 32 to 5, 

Messrs. Barnhardt, Davis, Cowles, 
McCauley and Powell voting tn the 
hegative.

TRIAL BEFORE JUSTICE PRAIRIE. 


They Fork Over the Stolen Money 
and Promise to Leave the City. 


A GOOD DAY’S WORK. 


In our loeal columns yesterday we 
mentioned the fact of the presence o 
a large number of swindlers, thieves 
and gamblers in the city, and called 
the attention of the police to several 
of the swindling operations that were 
being openly perpetrated on the 
streets. The police, we regret to say, 
remained inactive except in cases 
where special warrants were issued, 


though we will do them the justice | 


to say they did not feel authorized to 
act beyond the power of serving a 
warrant. | | 

Yesterday we obtained in formation 
that several gentlemen from the 
country had been robbed by these 
swindlers, and we set out to obtain 
the facts. 

Mr. Green Lloyd, a worthy hard- 
working, honest. farmer of this 
county, informed us that he was 
first prevailed upon by two men, 
strangers to him, to visit a Dollar 
Giftstore. He made one or two sat- 
isfactory purchases and left. His 
companions followed and _ insisted 
upon his taking:'a drink. He first 
refused, but finally consented and 
was taken toa room in rear of the 
Gift Store, where two other men 
offered to bet at three card monie 


with the men that carried him. He 
was finally prevailed upon to go 
halves with his new found friends in 


a small game,and soon his money ,$50, 
was gone, 

Mr. Wood, another farmer of Orange 
county, was taken through the same 
mil', to the tune of $25. 

Mi. Byrd, an old gentleman, was 
earried inthe room, and though he 
refused to bet, yet when he came out 
$41, the balance he had received for 
the sale of his only bale of Cotton was 


ne, 

Learning the above facts, we again 
informed the police, and asked that 
the whoie party be arrested. We 
were informed that the Gift Store 
man h.l license, and they could not 
interfere only upon a warrant. We 
sought the Mayor, he was sick. We 
hunted a magistrate, and found Jus- 
tice J. P. Prairie, who issued a war- 
rant upon the affidavit of Green Loyd.
